The California High-Speed Rail Authority (Authority) in cooperation with the Federal Railroad Administration (FRA) certified its Final
Program Environmental Impact Report and Environmental Impact Statement (EIR/EIS) in 2005 for a high-speed train (HST)
system in California. The Authority and FRA are now preparing a Project-level EIR/EIS to evaluate the environmental effects of
constructing and operating a HST between Los Angeles (Union Station) and Orange County (Anaheim Regional Transportation

Intermodal Center [ARTIC]), along the LOSSAN corridor.

To ensure that the environmental issues most important to
residents, public agencies and other involved parties are
addressed in the Project-level EIR/EIS, the Authority is
inviting your participation during this process. Your
participation and comments will help define the
environmental issues to be addressed in the Project-level
EIR/EIS.
